New Detention Unit for Female 
Tuberculosis Recalcitrants 


The recalcitrant tuberculosis facil- 
ity, now located Vacaville (and 
formerly Terminal Island), has 
been operation for almost decade. 
the institution, and nothing compa- 
rable has been available for women. 

Discussions have been held over sev- 
eral years with the Department 
Corrections create similar unit 
for women. This action, desired 
both departments, had wait for the 
building additional wing onto 
the hospital section the California 
Institution for Women Corona, 


which would meet the need for addi- 
tional general hospital beds for the 
inmates, and also allow for degree 
segregation. The wing was con- 
structed several months ago, and 
more recently, with the purchase 
necessary equipment and supplies, has 
begun operation. 

Initially only three beds will set 
aside for women tuberculous 
trants who are sent the courts; 
this writing one has been admitted, 
and another scheduled for admis- 
sion. There chance increasing 
the number beds demand exceeds 
expectation.

Community-Wide Institute Held 
Infection Control 


California’s first community-wide 
in-service education program hos- 
pital control was held re- 
Marysville. More than two 
hundred persons attended—all con- 
cerned with patient care. The group 
hospital and health depart- 
ment administrative personnel, reg- 
istered nurses, public health nurses, 
vocational nursing instructors and 
students, licensed vocational nurses, 
orderlies, nurses aides, and hospital 
housekeeping and kitchen workers. 
Four consecutive weekly instruction 
sessions were held the Marysville 
City Council chambers with selected 
practicing physicians and the Sutter- 
Yuba Bi-county health officer partici- 
pating resource staff. 

Nursing directors the four hos- 
pitals Yuba and Sutter Counties 
and the vocational nursing instruc- 
tors Yuba College were instrumen- 
tal organizing this community- 
wide institute aimed controlling 
hospital acquired infections through 
improved nursing 
Nursing consultants from the Bu- 
reaus Acute Communicable Dis- 
eases, Public Health Nursing, and 
Maternal and Child Health assisted 
planning and conducting the insti- 
tute Local and State re- 
sources were pooled develop 
in-service education program that the 
hospitals, the college, and the health 
department could not have provided 
separately.
